Interestingly, Kevin 
has put on show two 
earlier versions of the 
painting, that give an 
idea of how it all came 
about. 

Kevin’s gallery is a 
remarkable place, and 
marks his homecoming 
to the area. 

Although he was not 
from an artistic family, 
his painting and drawing 
ability meant that art 
college in London took 
him away from south 
Wales, and London has 
been his home since then. 

However, when he 
returned and bought a 
home near Pontycymer, 
he looked at an empty 
property on Oxford 
Street and decided to 
create an art gallery. 

The result is a 
stunning space, full of 
light and the type of 
gallery where any artist 
would be thrilled to have 
his or her work on 
display.

WWII arsenal led to a 
boom time for Bridgend 


WHAT was Wales’ biggest industrial 
contribution to World War Two? 

People in Wales raised thousands of pounds to 
sponsor warships and aircraft, and in Bridgend, this 
amounted to £215,623 for HMS Urge. Across 
Clamorgan, people raised £11 per head, the fourth 
highest amount raised anywhere in Wales and 
England. 

This money supported the cost of building war 
machines, but they were not made here. 

One of the biggest stories of Wales in World War 
Two was right on the doorstep: the Royal Ordnance 
Factory Bridgend, commonly known as the Arsenal. 

At its peak, 32,000 people were working at the 
Filling Factory No. 2 (No.l was in Chorley), filling 
bombs and making munitions for light guns, smoke, 
signals and heavy shells. Employees travelled by 
train and bus from Carmarthenshire to 


Monmouthshire. 

Most of the workers were women who had no 
experience of factory work and learned to handle 
volatile, dangerous materials. Inevitably there were 
explosions. 

Some staff died, more were injured, but for the 
vast majority, the experience was enjoyable. 

Join local historian Mike Clubb for an evening of 
discussion on January 25 at 7.30pm in Carnegie 
House. The talk is the second in a series of four 
about the role that Bridgend played in World War 
Two and part of a wider heritage project run by 
Bridgend Town Council and supported by Heritage 
Lottery Fund.

NEWS FROM THE 
FONMON APIARY 

Preparing to pass 
a S'warm of bees to a 
keen new beekeeper 


STRONG winds, 
heavy rain and 
decidedly lower 
temperatures are 
confining the bees 
to their hives. 

This inclement 
weather has allowed me 
to bring down the 
swarm box from its 
position up in the nearby 
tree. A strip of masking 
tape was secured across 
the entrance to prevent 
any occupants from 
emerging and as the 
base, main body and lid 
are all firmly secured as 
one unit, the possibility 
of it coming apart would 
and did not happen. 

There was plenty of 
weight to the box and 
this signifies that there 
are stores within and, of 
course, bees. The box is 
now in the apiary on a 
stand with the masking 
tape removed and a 
proper roof on it. Here 
it will rest undisturbed 
until warmer days 
arrive. 


With spring on the 
horizon and, hopefully, 
rising temperatures, I 
hope to see bees 
emerging from all of the 
hives in the apiary and 
in particular, from the 
swarm box. 

As always, the 
weather will be the 
determining factor when 
the opening of the 
swarm box bees is 
undertaken, their 

transfer to a proper hive 
will be interesting to say 
the least, and it is my 
intention to hand them 
on to a beginner. 

Hopefully, the new 
beekeeper will be with 
me when all of this takes 
place. 

Apart from acquiring 
a first colony of bees, 
the new beekeeper will 
become familiar with 
bee handling 

techniques, plus being 
able to view what occurs 
when a swarm of bees is 
not rehoused promptly. 

Will all go to plan? 
Who knows! Having 


removed bees from a 
variety of locations in 
the past is a plus, but 
things can, and do, go 
wrong. All being well, 
this event will prove of 
value to our new 
beekeeper. 

Come April, the 
courses run by the 
Cardiff Society will get 
underway and there is 
no shortage of people 
wishing to get involved 
with the beekeeping 
world. 

The theory of 
beekeeping Part 1 and 
Part 2 will be a hands on 
event. The opening and 
the manipulation of a 
hive of bees is not to 
everyone’s taste and if 
you are not comfortable 
with the opening of a 
hive, then you will never 
be a beekeeper. 

I am looking forward 
to the start of another 
season and some 
weather that will allow 
the bees to pursue their 
pollinating activity.

St Athan to mark 80 years 
of ops with heritage centre

PLANS to create a heritage museum at 
MoD St Athan have been unveiled, and an 
appeal has been launched for any likely 
exhibits owned by local people. 

The Ministry of Defence (MoD) St Athan 
Heritage Centre project, headed up by Chief 
Technician Andy Brooks has begun, but needs 
support to make it a success. 

Chief Technician Brooks, originally from 
Swansea, works as the workshop’s training co¬ 
ordinator at MoD St Athan and volunteers his free 
time to bring history to life through the Heritage 
Centre. 

Andy said: “We have an extensive photographic 
archive which has helped immensely with the 
project. 

“However, we cannot create a museum from 
photos alone and to truly bring it to life, we hope to 
display models, mannequins, uniforms, flying 
clothing and relevant aircraft parts of the types flown 
and maintained at the base throughout the years. 

“We are appealing to anyone who may have items 
they wish to donate to contact us. Our aim is to 
honour Royal Air Force (RAF) personnel past and 
present and inspire the future generations to come. 

“ It is hoped that once the Heritage Centre is 
complete, we can open it to visits from local schools, 
cadets and special interest groups so that they too 


can see what MoD St Athan has achieved over its 80- 
year history.” 

The Heritage Centre is part of wider celebrations 
that mark the 80th anniversary of MoD St Athan in 
2018. The RAF No 4 School of Technical Training 
remains at the station and trains ground engineers in 
the mechanical, electrical and workshop trades. 

The school was the first unit to occupy the station 
in 1938, when it was responsible for the training of 
flight engineers for the bomber aircraft, such as the 
Lancaster and Halifax, throughout World War II. 

At its peak, 500 airmen were leaving St Athan 
every week to replenish the devastating losses 
suffered by Bomber Command. 

Many flight engineers who trained there went on 
to receive some of the highest honours, including the 
Distinguished Flying Cross, Air Force Cross and one 
Victoria Cross. 

Throughout its 80-year history, St Athan has 
played a key role in keeping the Royal Air Force 
flying. More recently however, the station has also 
become host to a number of other organisations such 
as the University of Wales Air Squadron and the 
Welsh Government Aerospace Business Park.

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The drunken baker who damaged 

the war effort — Porthcawl News for 
1918 by Ceri Joseph of Porthcawl Museum 



LOCAL historian 
Ceri Joseph of 
Porthcawl 
Museum continues 
her series on life in 
Porthcawl during 
World War One - 
100 years ago. 
This monthy she 
looks at January, 
1918. 

OWING to the 
breakdown of 
Russia, the military 
situation was more 
favourable to us at 
New Year 1918 than 
one could ever have 
expected” - 
General Erich 
Ludendorff, 

German Imperial 
Army. 

Whereas the German 
High Command was 
able to increase its 
military strength on the 
Western Front, the Allies 
were in a weak position, 
as American troops had 
not yet arrived in huge 
numbers. 

However, the 
continued blockade by 
the Royal Navy of 
German ports was 
crippling Germany 
economically. 

German people were 
enduring serious food 
shortages, the transport 
infrastructure was 
breaking down, morale 
was at an all-time low 
and strikes were 
developing throughout 
the country. Germany 
needed the war to end as 
soon as possible. 

In January 1918, they 
continued to plan for an 
all-out attack along the 
allied lines, with the aim 
of breaking through to 
victory. Therefore, all 
was quiet on the Western 
Front until March 21, 
when the Spring 
Offensive began. 

Food shortages and 
rationing was also the 
main concern on the 
British home front, made 
more desperate early in 
the month due to the 
extreme cold, ice and 
drifting snow. 

Food Control 
Committees had been 
established in every 
town, including 
Porthcawl, whose 
purpose in January 1918 
became even more vital, 
as did their role as 
administrators of the 
law. Various schemes 
were instigated to ensure 
that food was not wasted 
and that, in some cases, 
substituted foodstuffs 
could help relieve 
shortages. 

Potatoes became a 
main staple. Potatoes 
were mixed into the 
flour at the mills, in 
order that the local 
bakeries would all be 
using the same quantities 
of ingredients, including 
potato enhanced butter 
and margarine. 

In 1917, Glamorgan 
County had produced 


20,500 tons of potatoes 
but had consumed 
111,700 tons. The 
reliance on locally 
imported potatoes led 
Lord Rhondda, National 
Food Controller, to make 
a public appeal to “every 
man who has a farm, a 
garden or an allotment to 
plant more potatoes and 
make the country self- 
supporting!” 

Porthcawlians were 
very aware that victory 
depended on food 
production as well as 
food saving. “The spade 
and the hoe must 
befriend the rifle and the 
bayonet.” (Porthcawl 
News, January 10, 1918) 

Work not only 
continued on the town’s 
allotments on Newton 
Nottage Road, The 
Mercies, New Road, 
Nottage and Newton, but 
new areas were also 
cultivated, such as land 
near the Wilderness and 
opposite Hwtchwns 
Terrace. 

On January 12, an 
incident regarding bread 
making resulted in one 
Wilfred Christian of 
Poplar Road, Porthcawl, 
being summoned by Mr 
William Chorley, 
executive officer to 
Porthcawl Food Control 
Committee. On 
December 27, while in 
the employment of 
Dare’s Bakery, John 
Street, Christian had 
allowed 37 loaves of 
bread to be burnt to a 
cinder. 

Sergeant Jenkins had 
been called to the 
bakehouse and on 
entering, had found 
Christian in a drunken 
stupor surrounded by 
two empty whisky 
bottles and an empty 
beer flagon. Despite his 
protestations that he had 
been ill, the committee 
considered it a serious 
case and ordered him to 
pay a fine of £3 or spend 
a month in prison. 

On January 4, 19 
miles off Hartland Point, 
His Majesty’s Hospital 
Ship Rewa, which was 
bringing home 279 
wounded officers from 
Malta, was torpedoed 
and sunk by German U- 
boat U-55 in the Bristol 
Channel. In Britain, the 
incident caused outrage. 


In a desperate effort to 
win the war, German 
Naval Command had 
ordered U-Boat captains 
to sink any allied 
shipping, including 
hospital ships. 
Thankfully, the ship took 
two hours to sink, 
enabling the wounded 
and ship’s crew, except 
four engineers who were 
killed in the blast, to 
safely board lifeboats. 

The day before, 
Porthcawl Town 
Council’s application to 
the Admiralty offering to 
be a shipbuilding yard 
had been turned down. 
Little did they know that 
between 1919 and 1923, 
the dock would become 
a shipbreakers yard 
operated by Maden & 
McKee and R S Hayes 
Salvage Companies, 
during which time more 
than 14 World War One 
warships would be 
broken up in the dock. 

Finally, despite there 
being no major conflicts 
on the Western Front 
during January, one 
Porthcawlian lost his leg 
and, sadly, one his life. 

Rifleman Ivor 
Thomas Rees Williams 
died from his wounds at 
No 7 General Base 
Hospital, St Omer, on 
January 15, 1918. Most 
probably he had been 
severely wounded at 
either Passchendaele or 
Cambrai, as his battalion 
had served in both 
campaigns; he was 19 
years old. 

He had been born in 


Forth in 1898 to Rees 
and Dora Williams, yet 
by 1901 the family had 
moved to Plastirion, The 
Esplanade, Porthcawl. In 
1910, following the 
death of his father in 
March 1906, his mother 
married the family 
doctor. Dr Herbert 
Sidney Fosdike. 

In the 1911 Census, 
both Ivor and his older 
sister, Ada, are found in 
boarding schools. Ivor 
attended Bradfield 
College, Berkshire until 
1915, where he possibly 
forged the links that 
would eventually take 
him to London to enlist 
into the 5th City of 
London Battalion 
London Rifle Brigade: 
Service No 303464. 
Rifleman ITR Williams 
is buried at Longuenesse 
Souvenir Cemetery, St 
Omer, Pays de Calais 
and is remembered on 
the family grave in St 
John’s CWrchyard, 
Newton. 

On January 31 at 
Cambrai, Corporal 
Arthur Cecil Avenell, 6th 
Battalion, Wiltshire 
Regiment, received a 
bullet wound to the left 
leg from a sniper, which 
after an X-ray resulted in 
his leg being amputated 
eight inches above the 
knee. 

Cecil had been bom 
one of five children to 
Stephen and Eliza 
Avenell, on August 16, 
1891. A plumber by 
trade, on March 28, 

1912 he enlisted into the 


Royal Wiltshire 
Yeomanry as a reservist. 
In March 1914, he 
joined the Great Western 
Railway but with the 
onset of war he received 
his embodiment papers 
on August 5, 1914. 

His regiment landed 
at Le Havre on 
December 4,1915, and 
their main duties as a 
cavalry regiment was 
mainly policing, 
despatch riding and 
moving equipment. In 
March 1917, the 
regiment played its only 
combatant role in the 
war as a mounted 
cavalry in pursuit of the 
Germans as they 
retreated to the 
Hindenburg Line. 

During this 11-day 
period. Private Avenell 
was not only promoted 
to Corporal in the field 


but was awarded the 
Military Medal. 
However, it was soon 
realised that there no 
longer was a place for 
cavalry on the Western 
Front. On September 22, 
1917, the regiment was 
converted into the 6th 
Wiltshire Infantry 
Regiment, seeing action 
at Passchendaele and 
Cambrai. 

The amputation of 
Corporal Avenell’s leg 
initiated a long recovery. 
Unfortunately, the 
wound often became 
infected. In March 1919, 
surgeons at the 3rd 
General Western Cardiff, 
had to remove more 
bone and for a short 
time, Cecil was 
transferred to the St 
John’s Auxiliary 
Hospital, Porthcawl in 
May 1919, to 


convalesce. 

Unfortunately, his stump 
did not heal correctly so 
on April 29, 1919, the 
rest of his left leg had to 
be amputated. 

Eventually on July 29, 
1919, he was fitted with 
an artificial limb on 
September 6,1919, at 
the Queen Mary’s 
Convalescent Hospital, 
Roehampton. 

During the war, his 
widowed mother had 
moved from Wiltshire 
to, firstly, Suffolk Place 
and later 16 Westbourne 
Place, Porthcawl, to 
where Cecil returned, on 
his discharge from the 
army. 

In 1920, Cecil 
rejoined the GWR as a 
clerk at Porthcawl 
Station, married Stella 
Hartery and had five 
sons. Cecil died in 


Berkshire, on December 
31,1969. 

Incidentally, it is 
likely that Marie Curie, 
her daughter or one of 
their trained nurses took 
Cecil’s X-ray in the 
field, on January 31, 
1918. 

After war broke out in 
July 1914, Marie 
realised what a vital role 
X-ray machines could 
play in treating the men 
who were wounded in 
battle. She began touring 
Paris raising funds, 
gathering supplies and 
persuading car 
manufacturers to convert 
their vehicles into X-ray 
ambulances. 

She eventually 
established 20 of these 
mobile X-ray units, 
known as ‘Little Curies’, 
which she herself would 
drive to the front line.

AS exemplars of 
social mobility go, 
the life and times 
of Garfield Davies, 
Labour Co¬ 
operative Life Peer 
Baron Davies of 
Coity, is a textbook 
case. 

Born in 1935, David 
Garfield Davies, 
generally known by his 
middle name, was 
schooled at Heol Gam 
Secondary School, 
Bridgend, before 
becoming an electrician 

Further education and 
training followed, 
including at Bridgend 
Technology College, 
before National Service 
in the Royal Air Force 
between 1956 and 1958. 

As his career 
progressed, his interest 
and involvement in 
trades unions grew. 

In 1969 he became a 
full-time trade union 
official with USDAW 
and rose through the 
ranks, becoming 
General Secretary of the 
union in 1986. 

He was awarded a 
CBE in 1996, retired in 
1997 and was created 
Baron Davies of Coity, 
of Penybont in the 
County of Mid 
Glamorgan on October 
1 of that year. 


His life is told in his 
memoir, which features 
meetings with Nelson 
Mandela, trades’ 
unionist Jimmy Knapp, 
and strategy-planning 
meetings with Tony 
Blair, as well as insights 
into his love of and 
involvement with 
football and cricket, and 
his family. 

Bringing the story 
right up to date, he was 
diagnosed with 
progressive 
supranuclear palsy,

The 60ft schooner, 
currently named Ocean 
Venture, was purpose 
built for adventure and

were just plain atrocious. 

However, where there 
is chaff there is also 
wheat, and after a 
mental drum roll (pause 
for drum roll), here are 
Screen Talk’s top 10 
films of 2017 (with 
apologies, due to the 
‘top 10’ format, to War 
For The Planet Of The 
Apes, Baby Driver, 
Wonder Woman and Star 
Wars: The Last Jedi)\ 

10. Logan - Hugh 
Jackman’s (likely) last 
hurrah as Wolverine was 
his best yet, a film that 
was less comic-book 
movie and more 
meditative modem 
Western. Compellingly 


told by director James 
Mangold, and with 
Jackman and Patrick 
Stewart superb (along 
with young Dafne 
Keen), this transcended 
what a film in the 
comic-book genre could 
be. 

9. The Disaster Artist 
- James Franco’s telling 
of the making of The 
Room, a film routinely 
described as being the 
worst film ever made, 
could have been a 
scathing and mocking 
film, but instead was one 
that told the story of 
chasing your dreams and 
proved to be an uplifting 
work. Strong turns from 
both James and Dave 
Franco only made the 
film more satisfying, an 
underdog’s tale of 
snatching (unexpected) 
victory from the jaws of 
defeat. 

8. Paddington 2 - 
Paul King’s sequel to the 
unexpected success of 
Paddington was a 
worthy successor, warm, 
witty and the perfect 
film for these less-than- 
joyous times. Revelling 
in moments of emotion 
and inspired physical 
and verbal comedy, 
Paddington was an 
unabashed delight from 
first frame to the last. 

7, Manchester By 
The Sea - Kenneth 
Lonergan’s films are 
sporadic at best (three 
films in 16 years), but 
when they land, they do 
so with genuine force; 
no more so than 
Manchester By The Sea. 


Top 10 

The story of man 
coming to terms with 
loss and re-engaging 
with the world when he 
is given guardianship of 
his nephew was brought 
to hfe by Casey 
Affleck’s powerful 
central turn, a 
coruscating, but 
beautifully-realised film. 

6. Mother! - Dark, 
demented, divisive - 
Darren Aronofsky’s film 
had as many fans as it 
did critics. Its allegorical 
story was one that either 
connected with 
audiences or didn’t, but 
what was inarguable was 
that Aronofsky’s film 
astounded upon 
watching and generated 
debate - while 
resonating long after. 

5. Get Out- A horror 
film from Jordan Peele, 
one half of a comedy 
double act - the hype for 
Get Out was minimal, 
yet the finished product 
was a jaw-droppingly 
sublime slice of cinema, 
playing with traditional 
horror conventions while 
adding a dash of 
contemporary satire and 
a dark wit. A breath of 
fresh air, and an 
incredibly powerful film. 
Get Out was sensational. 

4. Blade Runner 
2049 - Sequels made 
years after the original 
rarely tend to fare well, 
but Blade Runner 2049 
was a sequel that (dare I 
say it) perhaps even 
outstrips Ridley Scott’s 
1982 masterpiece. Slow 
and meditative, this was 
a film that wasn’t in a

rush to reveal its secrets, 
and with strong turns by 
Ryan Gosling and 
Harrison Ford, Denis 
Villeneuve’s visually- 
stunning film was truly 
exceptional.

exceptional film it was. 
With both feet planted 
staunchly in realism, 
Nolan took us into the 
headspace of those 
directly and indirectly 
involved in the conflict.

VAT cut on Severn 
Bridge tolls welcomed 


WELSH Conservative 

Bridgend councillor, Carolyn 
Webster, has welcomed the 
lifting of VAT on tolls to cross 
the Severn Bridges. 

Cllr Webster said she now looked 
forward to the total scrapping of the 
charges promised by Theresa May’s 
Government by the end of this year. 

She said: “The lifting of VAT on the 
charge will mean significant savings 
for regular commuters and businesses 
alike. Companies will also have the 
added bonus of no longer having to 
deal with the administration burden 
that came with it. 

“It will help strengthen not just our 
economic ties with the south west of 
England, but also our cultural ties too. 

“The tolls have been a 
psychological barrier to tourists who 
want to explore what’s on offer over 
the border, and we can look forward to 
the date later this year when that 
barrier will be removed completely.” 


The VAT on fees was lifted on 
January 8 - as the bridges returned to 
public ownership. 

It means cars travelling to Wales 
will now be charged £5.60 instead of 
£6.70; vans will pay £11.20, down 
from £13.40 and the cost for coaches 
will be cut from £20 to £16.70. 

It is estimated the total removal of 
tolls later this year will boost the Welsh 
economy to the tune of £100m. 

Secretary of State for Wales, Alun 
Cairns said: “This will boost Welsh 
employment and establish lasting 
relationships between the economies 
and communities of south Wales and 
south west England, creating the most 
natural growth corridor spanning from 
Cardiff through Newport to Bristol.” 

The Minister will be meeting 
representatives from both sides of the 
border to discuss future trade 
opportunities at a Severn Growth 
Summit later this month.

THE Royal Voluntary Service wants local 
community groups to discover their ‘inner 
shedder’ by applying for the latest round 
of the Sheds Grant Fund to support the 
set-up of community ‘Shed’ spaces as well 
as already established Shed projects. 

‘Sheds’ are community workshop spaces where 
people meet together to take part in practical skills 
such as woodworking or electronics. They are 
designed and run by their members and provide 
opportunities for fellow ‘shedders’ to join together to 
share their expertise and tools and have a good time. 

Royal Voluntary Service partnered with the UK 
Men’s Sheds Association in 2015 to jointly support 
the development of Sheds across the UK as a way of 
tackling social isolation in older men. 

Research by Royal Voluntary Service found 
men’s social networks are generally based on their 
workplace and 51 per cent of men over 65 years of 
age socialise a lot less once they have retired; 45 per 
cent only socialise once or twice a month and 32 per 
cent avoid socialising altogether. 

Now in its third year, the Sheds Grant Fund, 
established by Royal Voluntary Service and 
supported by the Asda Foundation, provides sums 
from £250 to £1,000 to people who are either 
interested in starting their own community shed or 
want help with running costs for existing projects. 

While also open to women and men of all ages. 


the Sheds movement is mainly aimed at tackling 
social isolation in older men and all groups are 
required to be part of, or join as a condition of 
funding, the UK Men’s Shed Association when 
applying for the grant. 

Abigail Hurrell, Sheds project manager at Royal 
Voluntary Service said: “At Royal Voluntary Service 
we see sheds as an ideal way for older people to stay 
active in their local community as well as having a 
go at learning new skills. 

“There’s a secret ‘Shedder’ in all of us and most 
people have a DIY project around the house that they 
haven’t got round to. Sheds provide an opportunity 
for people to get advice on all of those tricky jobs 
and build their confidence”. 

Annmarie Rocks, Asda Foundation Senior 
Coordinator, said: “The Asda Foundation sees the 
Sheds programme making a real difference to local 
people. We believe in supporting people to learn 
throughout their lives and the rapidly growing 
‘Shedding’ movement really helps people to 
blossom and fulfil their potential.” 

The Sheds Grant Fund is run in conjunction with 
the four national Shed Associations throughout the 
UK.

U3A group swanning around in Slimbridge 



THERE is always a danger when booking 
outdoor events a long time in advance, 
especially in the winter, that the weather 
will spoil it all. There was an inauspicious 
start to the day, but, as it turned out, 
Cowbridge U3A could not have chosen a 
better one. 

On the coach trip from Cowbridge, the group 
watched the thick banks of cloud gather and then 
disperse, leaving a day that was dry and not too cold to 
enjoy the Slimbridge Wetland Reserve. 

There were 26 on the trip, mostly from the 
Cowbridge U3A Natural History group with some 
friends. A great number of species of bird and mammal 
were seen. Some of the group saw a water rail in full 
view from the willow hide and from there, others saw 
a rat darting back and forth taking advantage of 
overspill from a bird feeder. 

The stars of the regular bird life are probably the 
cranes, which have been re-introduced to the UK. 
There was a talk about the cranes from one of the 
volunteers who had to compete with the background 
noise of the unmelodic birds themselves. He explained 
how some of the orphan chicks had been fed by people 
disguised as cranes to avoid the chicks imprinting on 
humans. It was also interesting to see a map of Britain 
with crane related place names, indicating their strong 
presence in the past (e.g. Comtown, Cranbrook). 

The other big stars at this time of year are the 
Bewick’s swans, with their straight necks and yellow 
beaks (identified as specific individuals by the pattern 
of their beak markings), returning to the reserve from 
the breeding grounds in Arctic Russia. 

At sunset, a warden pushed a wheelbarrow full of 
bird feed along the margin of the large lake, throwing 
out scoops of feed to the thousands of waiting ducks. 


geese and swans. With the aid of a microphone, he 
gave the visitors (all nice and warm inside the heated 
observatory) a running commentary, explaining the 
pecking order and distribution of birds according to the 
depth of water they inhabited. 

He pointed out a Bewick’s swan which must have 
just arrived as a first time visitor that day, slightly 
bewildered by the feeding routine. 

Everyone was reassured that by the next night, he 
would know the routine and be at the front of the queue 
the following day. 

There are American river otters in captivity which 
are fed at regular intervals too, so visitors are able to 
have a similar running commentary. A sick female 
otter was brought to the reserve some years ago and 
happened to be pregnant. In due course, after her 
health had recovered, the female produced two 
daughters, who could be seen feeding and swimming. 
They are distinguished from the Eurasian River otter 
by the different colours of their noses. These otters 
have black noses like a squashed ace of spades, and 
our native ones have pink noses. 

Another mammal sighting reported was a fox 
making a kill right in front of the Holden Hide - one 
goose less for the count. 

Apart from the native and over-wintering birds, 
there are collections of various captive birds from 
wetlands of the world, including the rather striking 
flamingos. 

The list of species seen was very long. Suffice it to 
say that good and excellent views of many birds were 
had. 

Everyone will have their personal favourites, but at 
this time of severely declining numbers of lapwing it 
was a special delight to see and hear large flocks of 
them throughout what was a very successful day.

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Photographs of the past 


A LOCAL historian, Brian Keitch of 
Penarth, recently discovered a number of 
fascinating old photographs of the area - 
taken by a relative more than 100 years 
ago! 

Brian explained: “Over 100 years ago, my great 
grandfather, John Lewis, lived in the Penarth area 
and was a very keen photographer. 

“A collection of the glass plates he took circa 
1905 to 1910 have come down to us and provide a 
glimpse of what interested him all that time ago. 


“The subject matter covers a number of locations 
in the Vale, in particular Barry, Penarth, Wenvoe and 
Llantwit Major. 

The image (right) is of Llantwit Major Town 
Hall - a timeless scene with no car in sight! 

The pubs are still there and on one of the notice 
boards is a poster advertising the Red Funnel Lines 
streamer services to Ilfracombe etc. 

This nicely dates this photo between 1905 and 
1910, when the Barry Railway Company went into 
battle with the White Funnel Fleet 


When the Penarth 
troglodyte was arrested! 


BRIAN has called the image below 
‘Penarth’s Caveman! 

This is the only known image of the once famous 
‘Alabaster Cav’ - situated on the beach between 
Penarth and Lavemock - probably near the point 
known years ago as the Seven Sisters (a row of trees 
at the end of Cliff Walk. 

It is most likely that it was the outlet of a local 
sewage system - but the press of the day gave us this 
report: ‘Penarth Hermit Arrested!’ 

Samuel Baldwin, who for some time past, has 


lived on the shore at Penarth, occupying a cave 
which formed the entrance to an abandoned 
alabaster mine, has been arrested on a warrant for 
neglecting to maintain his wife. 

He had improvised in his cave a cooking stove of 
old cans. He worked in the neighbouring docks at 
odd times, but rabbits and birds, which he trapped, 
and the contributions of visitors, chiefly enabled him 
to keep a sujficiency in his larder. 

There is little remains of a cave today - though the 
sewage outlet is still there. The outcome of the case 
against Mr Baldwin is unknown.

Daily life in Penarth Docks, 
100 years or more ago 


IN the photograph below, a new boiler 
is being supplied to the SS Chaco.

In the background are the River Ely coal tips and 
also a few steam locomotives of the Taff Vale 
Railway, which had their own engine shed where 
Tesco supermarket is now.

Bridgend Athletic 
show true grit to 
grind out a win

BOTH sides seemed to be suffering New 
Year hangovers and the effects of the 
tough previous week’s local derbies 
against Maesteg Quins and Tondu 
respectively. 

Bridgend Athletic ground out a 17-10 win at the 
Old Parish in another Division One West Central 
derby. 

Both sides were forced to make changes for this 
encounter. The Athletic started with seven different 
personnel to the Tondu game with the most 
significant injuries suffered in that game being a 
broken jaw for scrum half Dan James and a head 
injury to lock Ben Cordin. 

The opening 30 minutes saw a stalemate with the 
Athletic on top territorially but lacking the intensity 
to break down a resolute home defence. 

Surprisingly in a tight game with outside half 
Luke Bevan landing six kicks against Tondu, they 
opted to forgo two kickable penalties to go for five- 
metre driving lineouts, which the home side easily 
contained.

The lead was short lived as Maesteg pounced on a 
dropped ball just inside the Athletic half for quick 
passing to release speedy wing Callum Powell to 
outpace the Athletic cover and cross near the posts. 
McGluckin’s conversion gave the Old Parish side a 
10-7 half time lead. 

The second half pattern followed the first. The 
Athletic were on top in the scrums, but were unable 
to get their driving maul going or dominate the line 
outs as Maesteg’s locks, Ethan Davies and Gavin 
Ronan, and No 8 Cameron Davies cancelled out the 
Athletic. 

Only No 8 Sean Williams was making an 
impression in this set piece. Resolute Maesteg 
defence, aligned to uncharacteristic Athletic errors 
and game management, looked like seeing out the 


game for the home side. 

The Athletic brought on hooker Lee Murphy, 
Cameron Thomas and Gareth Bartlett to inject more 
energy into the performance. 

Thomas was particularly lively, urging others to 
match his intensity. With 10 minutes remaining the 
Athletic pressure paid off with Maesteg penalised 
for hands in a ruck.

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Scott Cooper’s Hostiles is a brutal, 
mesmerising, revisionist Western 


S INCE hanging up 
the cape and cowl 
of Batman for good, 
Christian Bale has 
relished tackling 
different roles in the 
likes of American Hustle^ 
The Big Short, King of 
Cups and The Promise, 
and his latest role sees 
him team up again with 
his Out Of The Furnace 
director Scott Cooper in 
Western drama, 

Hostiles. 

Set in 1892, it sees Bale 
play Captain Blocker, a 
legendary army captain who is 
tasked with escorting a dying 
Cheyenne chief. Chief Yellow 
Hawk (Wes Studi), and his 
family through dangerous 
territory to the Chief’s final 
resting place. Unhappy at what 
he has been asked to do, 
Blocker must tackle the 
journey with a small group of 
men, and when he meets a 
young widow, Rosalie 
(Rosamund Pike), whose 
family have been killed, their 
mission becomes one high on 
risk... 

Scott Cooper’s previous 
films have dealt with themes 
of American archetypes - 
while Crazy Heart told the 
story of an ageing Country and 
Western singer. Out Of The 
Furnace was the story of the 
blue collar workers ignored by 
an America pressing forward 
for the future without caring 
for its past and Black Mass 
looked at the world of 
organised crime and how it 
permeates every strand of 


society. 

Hostiles, then, seems a 
natural progression for the 
writer/director, tackling both 
the most American of all the 
genres, the Western, yet also 
casting an eye over 
how so many 
disparate groups 
could hope to find 
peace in a country 
where the parched 
landscapes are built 
upon rivers of 
bloodshed from 
both sides, on 
notions of 
genocide, tribalism 
and the ever- 
changing world. 

It’s a film that 
builds upon the 
promise Cooper 
had shown in his 
previous work, a 
bold and brutal 
story that draws 
you in with deft 
characterisation, 
where the focus is on how 
these people can work together 
when they’re under attack - 
‘the enemy of my enemy is my 
friend’ a theme to the forefront 
here. 

Of course we’ve seen 
stories and films like this 
before. Cooper gently 
influenced by the likes of Rio 
Grande (and John Carpenter’s 
loose remake Assault on 
Precinct 13), while the road 
journey element calls to mind 
the likes of The Revenant and 
John Maclean’s Slow West (a 
must-see if you haven’t caught 
it). 

What takes the film beyond 
these influences is the way 
Cooper (working from the 


manuscript of Donald E 
Stewart) uses them as a 
framework to explore more 
interesting themes, whether it’s 
the psychological impact of 
what the soldiers have gone 
through affecting 
them, the debate 
over who the land 
should belong to 
and the 
relationships 
between native 
Americans and the 
settlers, the bad 
blood and violence 
between them 
creates an 
interesting dynamic 
when the third 
party of the 
Comanche are 
brought into 
play. 

It’s brought to 
life with a slow- 
burning and 
intense Christian 
Bale 

performance, again one 
sketched from archetypes (one 
last job, hates the people he 
has to look after) but one that 
Bale’s performance gives more 
layers and dimensions to, his 
turn superb as you see both the 
nobility of the man, yet also 
the faults. 

Rosamund Pike is very 
strong as the widow who finds 
herself caught up in the 
mission, her grief and 
heartbreak essayed with real 
power by the actress, while the 
likes of the always-watchable 
Rory Cochrane, Jesse 
Plemons, Ben Foster (who 
does subtle malevolence like 
no other), Peter Mullan and 
Wes Studi (a character 


nowhere as well sketched as 
he should have been) round 
out the good turns, the 
majority characters who live in 
the grey areas where their 
actions are governed by the 
need to survive. 

Cooper’s direction is sparse 
but knowing, playing some 
riffs on Once Upon A Time In 
The West as well as knowing 
the notes to play, while the 
open landscapes and long 
vistas are gorgeously shot, but 
second to the narrative. 

It’s perhaps a little slow- 
burning for some, given that 
the film unfolds at a quiet and 
measured pace, while the lack 
of any real characterisation for 
the Native American 
characters and Bale’s 
character’s journey feel 
underwritten and perhaps a 
little too convenient 
respectively. 

But it’s hugely compelling, 
and for fans of the post¬ 
modern or revisionist takes on 
the genre, Hostiles makes for a 
hugely satisfying and 
compelling experience. 

VERDICT: A thoroughly 
captivating, meditative take on 
the Western genre, Hostiles is 
a superb film. Playing by both 
genre rules, yet also exploring 
themes that are rarely touched 
upon, Scott Cooper delivers a 
compelling film, with great 
performances from Christian 
Bale and Rosamund Pike. 
Highly recommended.

AWARD FOR GELERT 
FILM DIRECTOR 


A GRIPPING interpretation of 
the Gelert story by the award¬ 
winning Welsh-born Los 
Angeles director Medeni 
Griffiths has won an award in a 
Manchester film festival.

Vale, Cllr Janice 
Charles, hosted a 
reception in the 
Mayor’s Parlour to 
honour and thank 
the crew and 
fundraisers of the 
Barry Dock 

Lifeboat. 

Situated at The Outer 
Harbour, The Pierhead 
Buildings, Barry Docks 
houses a station of one of 
the world’s most 
famousd voluntary 
organisations: the Royal 
National Lifeboat 
Institution (RNLI) 

In 1901 Barry Docks’ 
first lifeboat house and 
slipway was constructed 
- at a cost of £2,300. The 
first lifeboat, the Watson 
class John Wesley 
ON456 was built at a cost 
of £1,710, and placed in 
service. 

In 1907 a gold medal 
was awarded to Mr 
Daniel Rees and silver 
medal to Mr Ivor Rees 
for a very gallant shore 
boat rescue on June 16, 
1907 of the yacht Firefly. 

In 1914 a silver medal 
was awarded to Daniel P 
Davies, pilot’s apprentice 
for the rescue by cutter’s 
punt of two men from the 
ketch Elizabeth Couch 
on February 22, 1914. 
Daniel Davies lowered 
the cutter’s punt and 
rowed to the ketch at 
considerable risk not 
only because of the 
weather, but because of 
the danger of colliding 
with the ketch. 

By 1920 the lifeboat 
house and slipway 
needed to be adapted for 
a new lifeboat at a cost of 
£1,400 and in 1922, a 
new lifeboat, the 
motorised Watson class 
Prince David ON677 
was built at a cost of 
£8,019, and placed in 
service. 

1935 saw a silver 
medal awarded to the 
honorary secretary/acting 
coxswain Archibald C 
Jones, and bronze medals 
to crew members Stanley 
Alexander, Thomas 
Alexander, William 
Cook, Henry Hobbs, 
Henry Housden, 

Frederick Searle, and 
Hewitt Swarts for a 
dangerous service carried 


out with skill and 
courage to the French 
schooner Goeland which 
was drifting with a heavy 
list in a west north 
westerly gale on 
September 17, 1935. 

Less than a minute after 
the last of the crew of six 
had been rescued, the 
schooner went on the 
rocks where the heavy 
seas broke her up. 

Another new lifeboat 
came into service in 
1937, the motorised 
Watson class Rachel and 
Mary Evans, ON806, 
built at a cost of £6,459. 
The lifeboat once again 
earned recognition when 
in 1941, a bronze medal 
was awarded to coxswain 
David Lewis for the 
rescue of 10 people from 
the small steamer South 
Coaster during a whole 
north-westerly gale on 
December 6, 1940. 

Owing to the war she had 
a crew of five instead of 
eight. 

The steamer was 
yawing wildly about, 
pitching and rolling 
heavily and in danger of 
coming down on the 
lifeboat as she made two 
hazardous approaches 
enabling the 10-man 
crew to jump to safety. 

In 1969 Lifeboat 
ON806 Rachel and Mary 
Evans parted her 
moorings while on 
temporary duty at 
Weston-super-Mare and 
was damaged beyond 
repair on April 12. Her 
replacement, the 


Waveney class Arthur 
and Blanche Harris, 
ON 1005, built at a cost 
of £33,000, was placed in 
service, and by 1973 the 
station was provided 
with a second lifeboat: 
Susan Ashley, ON 856, 
relocated from Sennen 
Cove. However in 1974 
the Susan Ashley was 
withdrawn and No 2 
station closed. 

Ever mindful of costs, 
in 1991 an ex-showroom 
from a timber merchant 
on Barry Dock was 
donated to the RNLI by 
Associated British Ports 
for use as a crew room 
and by 1995 the station 
expanded to provide 
changing/drying room, 
workshop, toilet facilities 
and a diesel fuel store. 

In 2001 a Centenary 
Vellum was awarded to 
the station in celebration 
of 100 years of service, 
and following this, it was 
agreed by the search and 
rescue committee on 
February 6, 2002 and 
resolved by the executive 
committee at their 
meeting on April 10, 
2002 that the decision to 
allocate a Trent class 
lifeboat to Barry Dock be 
rescinded and that the 
station be earmarked for 
the allocation of an FSB2 
in due course. Station 
lifeboat Arun class 
ON 1135 Mickie Salvesen 
was placed in service on 
August 8 2003. 

In 2006 the Trent class 
all-weather lifeboat 
ON 1245 Inner Wheel II 


was placed in service on 
September 12. ON 1228 
Dora Foster McDougall 
was withdrawn to the 
Relief Fleet. 

The introduction of 
the Trent class all- 
weather lifeboat into the 
RNLI fleet in 1994 was a 
major milestone for the 
search and rescue 
service. With a top speed 
of 25 knots, she was the 
fastest all-weather 
lifeboat of the time and 
the first to be able to 
cover 250 nautical miles. 

The Mayor said: “I 
was honoured to be 
invited to visit the 
lifeboat last year, and I 
am humbled and 
overwhelmed at your 
personal commitment. 
On behalf of the people 
of the Vale , I would like 
to thank not only the 
crew, but the fundraisers, 
families and countless 
other volunteers who will 
ensure that the RNLI will 
continue in its work to 
save lives at sea around 
our coastline. When 
pagers go off, I know that 
you and your families put 
the lives of the public 
first, and I cannot tell you 
how grateful we are.” 

From 1901 to the 
present day the RNLI is 
still funded by voluntary 
donations. But it is not 
only finances and team 
spirit which keep the 
Barry Dock lifeboat 
afloat: it is the strong 
bonds of family and 
friendship.

IN the Welsh Youth Cup third round, 
Ospreys league leaders Bridgend Athletic 
Youth, unbeaten with five league bonus 
point victories, travelled to north Wales to 
meet unbeaten Nant Conwy, with seven 
bonus point victories in their league.
